No. 386-IB . — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the Extra- 
Provincial Jurisdiction Act, 1947' (XLVII of 1947), and of all other powers 
enabling it in that behalf, the Central Government is pleased to make the 
following Order namely: — 

1. (1) Thk order may be called the Himachal .Pradesh (Application of Laws) 
order, 1948. 

(2) lb extends to the whole of Himachal Pradesh. 

(8) It shall come into force on the 25th December, 1948.. 

^ 2. In this Order, “Himachal Pradesh” means the territories to which the 

Himachal Pradesh (Administration) Order, 1948, for the time being extends. 

. -8. The enactments specified in the Schedule to this Order shall apply to 
Himachal Pradesh subject to-r-> 

(a) any amendments to which the enactments are for tho time being 

generally subject in the territories to which they extend,. 

(b) the modifications and restrictions specified in the Schedule to this 

Order, and 

(c) tBte subsequent provisions of this Order. 

4. Except as otherwise specially provided in the schedule to this Order, 
the enactments applied by this Order shall be construed as if references therein 
to thp authorities or territories mentioned in the first column of the table 
1 hereunder printed were references to the authorities and territories, respec- 
tively, mentioned opposito thoreto in the second column of the said table.

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5. Where any enaotmenb applied by this Order confers a power on, the 
Central Government or any other authority in Himachal Pradesh to make 
rules, regulations, general or dej s or bye-laws, that power shall be deemed to ■ 
include a power to apply to '"Himachal Pradesh or any part thereof, whether 
with or without modifications, any rules, regulations, general orders or bye- 
laws, as tbo case may be, made under that enactment and for the time being 
in force in all or any of the Provinces of India. 

6. Any Court may construe the provisions of any enactment, rufo, regula- 
tion, general order, or bye-law, with Buoh modifications not affecting the sub- 
stance as may be necessary or proper in the circumstances. 

H. (1) Unless otherwise specially provided in the schedule to this Order, all 
suoh laws in force in Himaohal Pradesh which correspond to the enactments 
enumerated in the Schedule and which are continued in force by Section C 
of the Himachal Pradesh (Administration) Order, 1948, shall cease to have 
effeot save as respects things done or omitted to be done before the commence- 
ment of this Order. 

(2) The Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of States 
No. 245-IB, dated the 80th June, 1948, is hereby cancelled.
